A MODEL railway enthusi¬ 
ast in Bridport said he was 
“disgusted” with callous 
thieves who stole a 20-year 
collection of trains worth 
£3,000. 

Terence Smyth, 57, has 
now taken drastic security 
measures to protect his re¬ 
maining collection by pad¬ 
locking internal doors and 
looking to invest in CCTV 
at his home in Crock Lane, 
Bridport. 

Mr Smyth, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Weymouth 
Model Railway Associa¬ 
tion, was unclear as to 
when the trains were taken 
as they were kept in storage 
but believed the theft had 
happened within the last 
two months. 

An estimated 40 trains 
were taken worth in the re¬ 
gion of £3,000 but Mr 
Smyth believes they could 
be worth more due to a 
number of limited edition 
trains taken. 


“It has taken me years to 
get all this stuff, I can’t just 
go into a shop and buy it I 
have to save up first. It 
could take years to replace 
them and some I may never 
get back again because a lot 
of them are unique trains.” 

Mr Smyth has been col¬ 
lecting trains since he was a 
child and this particular col¬ 
lection had taken 20 years 
to assemble. 

“I want these people 
locked away because I find 
it disgusting that they could 
just walk into other peo¬ 
ple’s homes and help them¬ 
selves,” said Mr Smyth. 

“Now I have to put locks 
on all my doors and I’m 
going to put a camera in the 
room so if they do enter 
they will be photographed 
straightaway and they will 
be caught. 

“I think it’s sickening I 


have to do this in my home, 
I think the law wants to 
change to get these thugs 
put away and they can 
throw away the key as far 
as I’m concerned. They are 
no good to nobody, they are 
just a menace on this planet 
to tell you the truth.” 

Mr Smyth’s friends at 
Weymouth Model Railway 
Association are currently 
scouring the internet to find 
if any of the stolen trains 
have been put on auction 
sites. 

Mr Smyth’s remaining 
collection has all now been 
security marked and he has 
a message for other collec¬ 
tors after hearing of similar 
thefts in Sherborne and 
Bristol. 

“I want to say to all col¬ 
lectors to be on your guard 
because there is someone 
out there pinching trains. 
Make sure your rooms are 
secure until these people 
are caught,” said Mr Smyth. 

Sergeant Jon Bleasdale of 
Bridport police said: “This 
is clearly distressing for the 
victim and we would urge 
anybody with any knowl¬ 
edge of who may be re¬ 
sponsible for this theft or 
anyone who is offered for 
sale any such items which 
raises their suspicion to 
contact us in confidence.”

I find the Lloyds Bank “With you for 
the Journey” strategy quite amusing! To me all banks are 
the same - they give you an umbrella when the sun is 
shining and want it back when it rains.

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Teas and Dorset Cereals have strong brand identity. 

■ SHOULD the marketing budget be the first to go 
in a recession? 

That is totally the wrong thing to do. With the recession 
the last thing you should be doing is shelving the adver¬ 
tising budget. You may scale down or try something new 
but you should still be doing something- even in a tight 
market you can increase your share by advertising. 

■ HOW does life in West Dorset compare to London? 

Two different worlds but both with good points. The 
countryside, coast and pretty villages make West Dorset 
a very special place - and the people are very friendly. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Dinner parties are best if not serious so, Ann Widdecombe 
as she always has something to say and would stand no 
nonsense or big egos, talking of which, Madonna for her 
skill at marketing herself so brilliantly for 25 years - she 
could give me a few tips and also perhaps advise Anne to 
wear one of her conical bra outfits on Strictly Come 
Dancing, that could help her chances. Then for style Dean 
Martin he would make sure the wine didn’t dry up and 
could flirt with the ladies. 

■ WHO is your marketing hero? 

Lots of people I admire for making a fortune and seizing 
opportunities at the right time. But my marketing hero is 
probably a contradiction in terms. Someone I admire is 
Julian Richer of Richer Sounds who left school at 19 and 
has built a million pound business. His book The Richer 
Way is a great guide for business people covering just 
what customer service should be.

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Broken signs are dangerous and 
cause road chaos says partnership

MISSING and damaged 
fingerposts across West 
Dorset parishes are putting 
people’s lives at risk, is the 
message from the Bridport 
Local Area Partnership. 

THE BLAP group dis¬ 
cussed the issue at their 
September meeting and are 
currently compiling a com¬ 
plete list of missing or 
damaged fingerposts 
across the parishes, with 16 
already identified. The 
missing and damaged signs 
have all previously been 
reported to Dorset County 
Council, some over two 
years ago. 

Chairman of BLAP and 
chairman of Puncknowle 
and Swyre Parish Council, 
Tony Edwards, was first 
alerted to the issue when a 
vital fingerpost in Swyre 
was vandalised. 

“The arms of the signs 
were damaged and broken 
off and this was reported to 
the police at the beginning 
of April,” said Mr Ed¬ 
wards. 

“I did ask for it to be re¬ 
placed in an emergency 
one-off basis because it 
does cause such traffic 
chaos on a busy through 
road and people do all sorts 
of crazy manoeuvres once 
they realise they have 
overshot the turning. 

“We have asked for 
emergency action on this 
one and I’m afraid it’s not 
been met. We were just 
told it will be part of the 
route replacement safety 
programme. We are not 


very happy about that, any 
of us.” 

Mr Edwards took the 
problem to BLAP where 
he discovered that other 
parishes had encountered 
similar problems. 

“It’s almost a competi¬ 
tion now to see who has 
the least attended signs be- 


cause this is widespread,” 
he said. 

“I’m trying to get 
enough information to¬ 
gether to write to the DCC 
director and ask what on 
earth is going on. They’ve 
had all these reports, 
they’ve all been logged 
and nothing has been 


done. 

“Before we run away 
thinking signs are just 
some sort of irrelevance 
they are safety issues be¬ 
cause the minute you over¬ 
shoot the turning drivers 
start to do irrational things. 

‘On this coast road with 
fast moving traffic it all 
adds to the hazards, these 
signs are an important part 


of safety on our roads.” 

A Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil spokesman said: “We 
are only aware of one 
damaged fingerpost in 
Swyre. As part of the 
B3157 road safety partner¬ 
ship project, we are assess¬ 
ing all fingerposts along 
the route and will refurbish 
any damaged ones. Mem- 
bers of the public should 


report any missing or dam¬ 
aged signs to us. At the 
same time, the Dorset Area 
of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty team are carrying 
out a county wide survey of 
these unique Dorset sign¬ 
posts with help from vol¬ 
unteers, but more people 
are needed to help com- 
plete the survey.”

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Bus service extended 

A POPULAR bus route linking smaller communities 
to Bridport and Yeovil has been extended for the 
winter months. 

The number 47 Sunday bus service was due to fin¬ 
ish at the end of October but Dorset County Council 
and the West Dorset Partnership have agreed to ex¬ 
tend that until April 2011 due to high passenger 
numbers. 

The service gives residents of Beaminster, Broad- 
windsor, Mosterton and other local areas the op¬ 
portunity to get to Bridport for Christmas shopping 
and other activities, as well as attracting more visi¬ 
tors into their own communities. 

The bus, operated by First Hampshire and Dorset, 
provides three round trips between Bridport and 
Yeovil and has been welcomed by local residents. 
However, providing the service is relatively expen¬ 
sive and the all important passenger number count 
will determine whether it can continue after April 
2011. 

West Dorset Partnership officer Maria Clarke said: 
"This experimental service is being given a further 
chance to prove its worth. The customers seem to 
like it but we need more of them." 

Free parking 

MOTORISTS in Bridport can now park for free on 
Sundays and overnight in district council-run car 
parks. 

The free parking scheme will run for a two year 
trial period in all market towns, however parking 
charges in the coastal strip between West Bexing- 
ton, West Bay and Lyme Regis will remain the same. 
The income from these car parks was deemed to 
vital to the council's income if they were to keep 
council tax down in the county. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council Robert 
Gould said: "We are pleased to remove parking 
charges in most of our car parks during evenings 
and Sundays, to help support the local economy 
and bring visitors and shoppers from outside the 
district into West Dorset, as well as helping local res¬ 
idents. 

"We are always happy to help the local economy 
in these difficult times." 

Overnight parking will run from 6pm to 8am.

Jobs and services to be hit in 
county council spending review 


JOBS and front-line services will 
be hit as Dorset County Council 
attempts to find almost £50 million 
in savings. 

DCC chiefs are already in talks 
with union officials to slash pay- 
related costs ahead of a crunch full 
county council meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, November 11th to consider 
the cabinet’s recommendations on 
savings. 

Last week DCC’s Cabinet agreed 
plans to save the council £22.5 
milli on over the next three years, 
the first step in reaching a target of 
£48.6 million in savings. 

However, that still leaves a sav¬ 
ings shortfall of around £26 mil¬ 
lion, and with the reduction in 
Government funding weighted to¬ 
wards 2011/12, DCC will need to 
save an extra £15 million on top of 
the savings already planned for 
next year. 

At a recent meeting councillors 
announced plans to cut £7million 
from the social services budget, 
over £1 million from highways and 
admitted youth services will also 
be hit. 

DCC needs to save 17 per cent of 
its budget over the next three years 
following the coalition govern¬ 
ment’s spending review. 

A further 13 per cent of the li¬ 
braries budget will be cut, along 


with the freezing of its contribu¬ 
tion toward Weymouth’s CCTV. 
The village halls budget is also set 
to end. 

Saving measures may include 
axing management posts, cutting 
redundancy payments, charging 
for staff parking, reducing the 
number of council buildings and 
reviewing sick pay. 

County council Leader Angus 
Campbell said: “There is no doubt 
that we have a huge task ahead of 
us. Forced change means we need 
to get on with making savings 
now, especially in areas that will 
not need a policy change. 

“However, I believe that this also 
gives us a clear opportunity to 
focus on delivering services in line 
with the council’s priorities. 

“It’s not just services that will be 
affected - staff will be too. We are 
currently negotiating proposals to 
reduce the council’s pay-related 
costs with the trade unions. We 
have also frozen recruitment right 
across the organisation. This now 
includes frontline posts, apart from 
exceptional cases such as child 
protection. 

“We have been planning for 
tough times for a while now, and 
have identified that there is poten¬ 
tial to make savings in all admin¬ 
istration, publications and 


communications, and through re¬ 
ducing management and the over¬ 
all number of council buildings. 

He said the council were expect¬ 
ing to receive its provisional Gov¬ 
ernment grant settlement amount 
in early December, which would 
make its financial situation and 
savings requirements clearer. 

The council will be examining 
how it can increase its income 
from services like country parks 
and the music service. 

The Cabinet has agreed to set up 
a “Star Chamber” including the 
Leader Angus Campbell, Deputy 
Leader Hilary Cox, portfolio 
holder for Corporate Resources 
Spencer Flower, Chief Executive 
David Jenkins and Chief Financial 
Officer Paul Kent. 

The Star Chamber will go 
through budgets for each direc¬ 
torate looking for further savings 
possibilities, ready to inform the 
Cabinet’s meeting on December 
15 th.

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Restrictions putting 
off potential buyers, 
claim campaigners 


RESTRICTIONS on the sale of 
Toller Porcorum’s Old Swan Pub are 
putting off potential buyers, say cam¬ 
paigners. 

Members of SOS Save Our Old 
Swan Group fear a draught beer tie 
and a 999 year lease, effectively 
tying the purchaser to current owners 
Palmers Brewery until 3009, will put 
off potential buyers. 

Palmers have refuted campaigners’ 
claims that they have only imposed 
the tie and lease so they can sell the 
building to a residential developer. 

A spokesman for Palmers said: 
“The pub is being sold as leasehold 
because that enables a covenant to be 
imposed that the building remains as 
a pub - which is what the community 
wish.” 

They added that they believed a 
draught beer tie would not deter pur¬ 
chasers, as the beer would be sold at 
trade prices. 

A ten-year campaign by the SOS 
group has culminated in the sched¬ 
uled auction of The Old Swan on 
Thursday, December 16th in Toller

Village Hall at 3p.m. 

Costs for the derelict building, 
which has a guide price of £175,000, 
are likely to rocket due to the 
£300,000 required to modernise the 
old pub, which has laid empty since 
it closed over a decade ago. 

SOS group member Val Connelly 
said the building would still be a tied 
Palmers pub, adding: “ Who in their 
right mind would tie themselves to 
Palmers for almost a thousand years? 

“Why not sell it freehold?” 

The saga took another twist when 
campaigners were left “astounded” 
by the Leader of West Dorset District 
Council Robert Gould’s apparent 
“very short memory”. 

Mrs Connelly said a “fully worked 
up proposal” for compulsory pur¬ 
chase of the pub had been handed 
personally to Mr Gould, David 
Evans (Director of Planning and 
Communities) and MP Oliver 
Let win in 2008. 


Mrs Connelly said: “The SOS 
Toller Group and other villagers 
from Toller Porcorum and Hooke 
were astounded to hear Mr Gould 
say ‘as far as I am aware there have 
been no fully worked up proposals 
submitted to the district council for 
the compulsory purchase of a com¬ 
munity asset.’ 

“He appears to have a very short 
memory.” 

However Councillor Gould said the 
document from SOS was not a fully 
worked up proposal. 

“The district council’s legal team 
confirmed that it was lacking in a 
number of respects,” he said. 

“Our officers have since worked 
hard to help the community try and 
bring this pub back into use. 

“The council has a very good 
record of supporting small mral busi¬ 
nesses. This has been most recently 
illustrated by the Federation of Small 
Businesses, which last month gave 
the council an award for its scheme 
of rate relief for small and rural com¬ 
panies.”

View from Westminster 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN 


THE DIFFUCULITIES OF A SPENDING REVIEW 



A S everyone knows, between the time 
of my last View from Westminster re¬ 
port in this paper and the present in¬ 
stalment, Westminster has been occupied with 
the spending review. 

It wouldn’t be appropriate for me to use this 
column to argue the case for the spending re¬ 
view as a whole (strong though I think it is) 
or for the specific measures that have attracted 
most controversy (strong though I think the 
arguments are for those, too). 

But I think that, without getting into the sort 
of difficulties that Mr Blair encountered when 
he made his well-known speech to the 
Women’s Institute, I can report on one feature 
of the scene that has strongly impressed itself 
on me as I have worked through the spending 
review process with my Cabinet colleagues. 

The feature I am referring to is the sheer in¬ 
comprehensibility of government spending. 

Of course, within pretty strict limits, one 
knows how much is being spent in total under 
various headings. And of course the total of 
the totals is well understood. 

The challenge is to find out what the money 
is actually going on. 

Take the case of the NHS - which spends 
about one eighth of the entire budget of the 
United Kingdom. It is easy to find out what 
the total is. And it doesn’t take much to dis¬ 
cover how much of the total is spent on, say, 
hospitals. But then you get to the question: 
what is the money in each hospital being spent 
on? 

Now, of course, there must be someone 
somewhere in each hospital who knows what 
the money is being spent on. But I assure you, 


gentle reader, that wherever these people are, 
they are not located in Whitehall. News at this 
level of detail simply doesn’t at present travel. 
It sits firmly in the offices of those involved 
in particular decisions. 

When you or I are trying to construct a 
household budget, we know exactly what an 
item of spending like “car insurance” or 
“shoes” means. The things in question are 
readily visible. 

But when you come to do a spending review 
in government, getting to the point where you 
really understand what the money is going on 
- in the same way that one understands this in 
one’s own personal budget - is currently im¬ 
possible. 

This, in itself, explains a great deal of the 
reason for the fact that we are in some diffi¬ 
culty. You cannot really expect to control the 
nation’s finances if you don’t know what the 
money is being spent on. 

Luckily, we are now moving into a new era, 
where every contract for an amount over 
£25,000 will be down-loadable on the web - 
with some departments and all local authori¬ 
ties moving towards listing contracts of over 
£500 on their websites. 

So next time a government does a spending 
review, it will all feel quite different - be¬ 
cause, by then, we will have an army of arm¬ 
chair accountants all over the country, using 
the web to identify what is actually being 
spent by whom on what in their own locali¬ 
ties. 

When that information comes back to 
Whitehall, it will be like bright lights shining 
on a dark night. 


NHS launch dementia campaign 


IT is thought that around 8,000 people 
in Dorset are affected by dementia but 
only around one in three are seeking 
professional help. 

A new campaign run jointly between 
NHS Dorset and local Pharmacists aims 
to help educate people about the con¬ 
dition, raising the profile of tell-tale 
signs and support that is available. 

Nationally, dementia affects one in 14 
people over the age of 65 with num¬ 
bers expected to double over the next 
30 years. 

The Memory Matters campaign will 
inform people of the early signs and 
encourage them to talk to their GP or 
Pharmacist if they have concerns about 
either themselves or their loved ones, 


as the earlier a person gets diagnosed 
the sooner they can make plans and 
access support. 

Special training events for local phar¬ 
macy teams will take place during No¬ 
vember, enabling them to accurately 
signpost their customers to the sup¬ 
port which best meets their individual 
requirements. 

The Memory Matters campaign will 
run throughout November and De¬ 
cember 2010 and January 2011. 

Sarah Howard is Project manager for 
dementia with NHS Dorset and wants 
to raise awareness of the condition, en¬ 
couraging people to seek early diagno¬ 
sis and support. 

She said: "There is no such thing as a 


single cause of dementia however it is 
likely that a combination of factors can 
lead to it such as age, genetic predis¬ 
position, general health and environ¬ 
mental factors. 

"Some people may notice subtle 
changes in their behaviour such as 
being more forgetful than usual, mood 
changes or having difficulty communi¬ 
cating. 

"Anyone who is worried should con¬ 
tact their local pharmacist about local 
support or arrange an appointment 
with their GP".

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Tea time treat 
in a village hall 


SINISTRE Theatre, an admirable drama company for 
women, has a record of producing challenging pro¬ 
ductions in innovative ways, and so it was interesting 
to see how they would approach more traditional 
“drawing room” theatre. 

For ‘The Tea Dance’ by Margaret Bower, the village 
hall of Stoke Abbott was transformed into hotel tea 
rooms with adjoining dance floor, graced by ladies 
who longed to dance, but with no male partners ap¬ 
pearing. 

Lindsay Ingram, the director, made a cameo appear¬ 
ance as the mysterious stranger who set in train a de¬ 
lightful series of misunderstandings: an overheard 
conversation; a yacht in the bay and over active imag¬ 
inations to furnish the rest. 

The play opened as Jean Barbour, played by Barbara 
Darnley with the perfect edgy bitterness of a woman 
on holiday with her sister and Lorraine Marston as 
Olive Adams, delightfully insouciant and perfect for 
the period, take tea. 

They were joined by flamboyant Barbara Lane, 


played flawlessly by Stevie Rogers, a woman with ex¬ 
cessive interest in other people’s lives. She and Lor¬ 
raine Marston were totally believable as women with 
too much time on their hands. 

The drama unfolded as Barbara Lane overheard 
what she thought was a plot to poison Wallis Simpson 
(don’t ask!) 

Ingrid Hull was superb as the writer Mrs Chisholm, 
forensically observing the behaviour of ladies at the 
tea dance for her latest crime novel. Her companion, 
the downtrodden Mary Day, was brought to life by 
Jacqui Waterfall who showed just the right amount of 
subservience. Fiona Moir was wonderful as the over¬ 
worked maid, with too little time and too much to do, 
and although it was a small part she and Jacqui Wa¬ 
terfall brought this sharp glimpse of the class structure 
in action, to life. 

I have heard the company could be persuaded to con¬ 
tinue this tour to other villages and what a tea time 
treat that would be.

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"Common Law Marriage" is an expression 
often heard in Dorset and elsewhere 


T here is a generally accepted view that if people live 
together for a certain period of time (usually 6 
months or 2 years) that relationship becomes a 
"Common Law Marriage" which confers all the benefits of 
a "Real" marriage. This is not correct, no matter how long 
people live with their partner, if they do not marry then 
there is no marriage, common law or otherwise. This can 
have a big impact in the event of separation. 

If the couple are married then on divorce the starting 
point for the division of assets, including the shared home, 
is 50% no matter whether the home is held in the parties 
joint names or just one party's name. However, if the par¬ 


ties are not married and the property is held in one party's 
name the other party may struggle to receive anything 
from the property even if they have contributed financially 
throughout the relationship. Various cases have been be¬ 
fore the court and where one party, usually the woman, 
has been unable to prove that she has contributed towards 
the mortgage she has been rendered homeless once the 
children, if any, no longer require care. To avoid this situa¬ 
tion it would be wise for anybody considering living with 
another to have a cohabitation agreement drawn up and 
Blackburn & Co are able to help with this.

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Dwarfers set to return 
with new series in 2011 


RED DWARF RETURNS | Andrew Ellard, producer of last year's Red Dwarf: 
Back To Earth on Dave, has confirmed that a new series of the sci-fi sitcom 
is in development.The news follows Coronation Street actor Craig Charles' 
announcement that he had been contacted about his availability for filming 
in January 2011. 

In an interview with Last Broadcast, Ellard said: "Latest word is that the 
deals are being done and - assuming UKTV get it sorted - they'll be in a po¬ 
sition to start prepping before the end of the year. But I think it's just one 
series of six episodes... right now." 

He also dismissed rumours that a Red Dwarf movie was still in develop¬ 
ment. 

"The TV revival on Dave seems to be the new life for the show now. Just 
observing it, the movie seemed to end up being a case of'recast or don't 
make it', and right now those actors are those characters," he said. 

"The film script was great, though, and I really hope it gets released one 
day. It was a reboot... so most of what was great about it wouldn't adapt 
easily to the TV series. But it'd make a knockout graphic novel." 



CORRIE VICTIMS NAMED | Following months of speculation, it looks like 
Coronation Street's Ashley Peacock and Molly Dobbs are set to fall victim to 
the tram crash. And they're not the only ones whose death will mark the 
soap's 50th anniversary as Charlotte Hoyle will be murdered. 

Soap bosses have promised three deaths, a birth and a wedding during 
the week-long anniversary celebrations, which will air in the second week 
of December. 

Ashley (Steven Arnold) and Molly (Vicky Binns) will be crushed and 
trapped by falling rubble when the tram smashes through the viaduct 
above the Street and bursts into flames, reports The Sun. 

Molly will be seen trapped and dying, cradling baby Jack as her lover Kevin 
Webster and husband Tyrone Dobbs try to reach her under the rubble. After 
15 years on the cobbles, Ashley will choke to death in the wreckage - de¬ 
spite the efforts of would-be rescuers, including cabbie Lloyd Mullaney 
(Craig Charles). 

Meanwhile, Charlotte (Becky Hindley) is smashed over the head with a 
hammer by a desperate John Stape (Graeme Hawley) and dies later of her 
injuries. But whether Charlotte will reveal the truth about Colin Fishwick's 
death before he manages to unplug her life support machine is being kept 
a closely guarded secret. 

New Corrie doctor Matt Carter (Oliver Mellor) will turn The Rovers Return 
into a makeshift hospital where, with help from Janice Battersby (Vicky En- 
twhistle) and Gail McIntyre (Helen Worth) he'll tend to the injured including 
Peter Barlow (Chris Gascoyne). And one tiny life is left hanging in the bal¬ 
ance as Fiz Stape (Jennie McAlpine) goes into labour early, giving birth to 
baby Hope. 

But young Gary Windass (Mikey North) will find himself unable to join the 
rescue effort as the disaster brings on flashbacks from his time as a soldier 
in Afghanistan and he hides by his house. 



Get ready to gaze at new exhibition 


T HE Town Mill Arts Guild in 
Lyme Regis has not yet 
been in existence for a 
year, yet it has already estab¬ 
lished itself as a confident, wel¬ 
coming showcase for local 
artists working in a wide range 
of media. 

New exhibition Be Seated 
and Gaze - which is at The 
Courtyard Gallery from Novem¬ 
ber 14th to 28th - is a good case 
in point, providing the visitor 
with a glorious marriage of 
form, function and beauty in a 
show of deceptively simple 
benches and understated, 
closely observed portraits and 
still lives. 

Anthea Simmons met Rex Hel- 
ston (furniture maker) and Car¬ 
oline Frood (painter) to find 
out more about their back 
story and their aims for the 
show. 

Caroline had always loved 
drawing and painting as a child 
and the house she grew up in 
was full of the work of a great 
aunt, who was a professional 
artist. 

She specialises in painstaking 
studies of plants and flowers. 


The particularity of her gaze al¬ 
lows her to capture something 
beyond the mere depiction of 
the plant itself. 

She often chooses to paint 
plants past their prime, so that 
the viewer sees not only the 
structure of the flower but finds 
himself contemplating the pas¬ 
sage of time and the cycle of 
life itself, in the dessicated seed 
heads, papery textures and del¬ 
icate, faded colours of droop¬ 
ing petals and trailing leaves. 

Rex Helston set off on about 
as unrelated a career path as 
you could imagine! 

He read Law at Norwich and 
then went to work for a corpo¬ 
rate law firm. 

During that time, his frequent 
lunchtime visits to the wood¬ 
working tool stall on White- 
cross Street Market eventually 
prompted him to change ca¬ 
reer. 

He took himself off to Rye- 
cotewood College at Thame. 
On graduating, he returned to 
London to work, before mov¬ 
ing to Devon nearly 20 years 
ago. 

He has built up a loyal client 


base, with some relationships 
echoing the patronage of for¬ 
mer times. 

An admirer of the French Art- 
Deco furniture designer, Emile- 
Jacques Ruhlmann, Rex would 
not, however, describe himself 
as a classical furniture maker. 

He is motivated by the desire 
to take something from the 
conceptual to the concrete. 

So what is the reason for the 
show? Rex heard about the 
Town Mill Arts Guild through 
Hilary Highet, whom he had 
worked with before at Makers, 
the craft co-operative in 
Taunton. 


Both he and Caroline wanted 
to share what they do with 
other artists and the public 
and to be able to meet and talk 
to people who take an interest 
on their work. 

They will be stewarding their 
show themselves, so will be 
there to answer questions, and, 
as Caroline commented, it will 
give them both time away from 
the studio or the bustle of the 
workshop to reflect on their 
work and the direction in 
which they are going. 

They, too, will find some time 
to 'Be Seated and Gaze'. A rare 
treat. 



AUSSIE PIANISTTO GIVE COLFOX RECITAL 


THE next concert in Bridport & West Dorset 
Music Club's winter series will be given by the 
pianist Michael lerace, born and educated in 
Adelaide. 

Moving to London in 2007, he received 
many awards from the university, including 
first prize in the David Galliver Award, and 
scholarships for the highest marks in his year 
throughout study. 

The Doris West Concerto award earned him 
a performance with the Adelaide Symphony 
Orchestra in 2007. 

He won competitions in 2004 and 2005, and

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


"We might not have had the war; and then 
the world would not have been made safe 
for democracy, nor would militarism have 
been overthrown." 

Bertrand Russell, 1935 

TOMORROW, on Armistice Day, and also this 
weekend on Remembrance Sunday, the na¬ 
tion will pay homage to more than nine hun¬ 
dred thousand British servicemen who gave 
their lives in that terrible 1914-18 war. 

In 1914, at 55 years of age, A.E. Housman was 
too old to join the ranks, but many of his 
'Shropshire Lads'helped to fill the trenches. 
After the war Housman wrote this: 

HERE DEAD WE LIE 

Here dead we lie 
Because we did not choose 
To live and shame the land 
From which we sprung. 

Life, to be sure, 

Is nothing much to lose, 

But young men think it is, 

And we were young. 

Another of Housman's verses, this one would 
have struck a chord with many a grieving sol¬ 
dier's mother. 

OH STAY AT HOME, MY LAD, AND PLOUGH 

Oh stay at home, my lad, and plough 
The land and not the sea, 


And leave the soldiers at their drill, 

And all about the idle hill 
Shepherd your sheep with me. 

Oh stay with company and mirth 
And daylight and the air; 

Too full already is the grave 
Of fellows that were good and brave 
And died because they were. 

Another quarter of a million men and women 
of our armed forces perished in World War 
Two. And they have continued to lose their 
lives and their limbs since - in Korea, the 
Balkans, the Falklands, Iraq, Afghanistan and 
elsewhere. 

It was Lord Wavell, in 1944, who said, "It is a 
law of life which has yet to be broken that a na¬ 
tion can only earn the right to live soft by being 
prepared to die hard in defence of its living." 

Whilst we pay our respects to those who died, 
we should also respect those who served and 
survived, as Housman reminds us in this 
poem. 

SOLDIER FROM THE WARS RETURNING 

Soldier from the wars returning, 

Spoiler of the taken town, 

Here is ease that asks not earning; 

Turn you in and sit you down. 

Peace is come and wars are over, 
Welcome you and welcome all, 


While the charger crops the clover 
And his bridle hangs in stall. 

Now no more of winters biting, 

Filth in trench from fall to spring, 
Summers full of sweat and fighting 
For the Kaiser or the King. 

Rest you, charger, rust you, bridle; 

Kings and Kaisers, keep your pay; 
Soldier, sit you down and idle 
At the inn of night for aye. 

I find it a strange irony that poppies grow in 
Afghanistan just as they grow in Belgium. It 
was in May 1915 that John McCrae, a Cana¬ 
dian doctor, who was tending hundreds of 
British gas victims near Ypres, wrote the most 
poignant and most famous of the many mov¬ 
ing poems to be written during the Great 
War. It ended with this message: 

"If ye break faith with us who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders Fields."

"Ban¬ 
jos, mandolins, acoustic guitars and violins are more 
accepted, so I'm glad I stuck to my guns!" 

On Hearts and Minds, his fifth and best album, 
Lakeman steps out of the shadows of the past, put¬ 
ting his own, very human heart on the line in 12 
songs of love, honour, faith and unity. 

Working with acclaimed producer Tchad Blake 
(Elvis Costello, Richard Thompson, Peter Gabriel, 
Crowded House), Hearts and Minds is a bold yet nat¬ 
ural step forward in Seth's evolution as a songwriter 
and recording artist.

N OT that I should need one, but running a 
monthly dining out feature in View2 gives me 
the perfect excuse to take the girlfriend out 
to sample some of the wonderful eateries on offer in 
our local area, writes FRED THOMSON. 

This month the spotlight is on the Montien Thai 
Restaurant in Bridport. I am a huge fan of Thai cui¬ 
sine and book here whenever possible, so the 
prospect of eating out and writing a few words 
about our experience, it has to be said, was an ab¬ 
solute pleasure. 

Located at 37 East Street (opposite the Bull Hotel) 
the restaurant is easily identified by the green 
canopy overhanging the front of the building. The 
interior is of a cozy size and decked out with an au¬ 
thentic Thai theme with plenty of vibrancy and 
colour. 

Staff are brightly dressed in traditional Thai style 
clothing, particularly the ladies who wear full-length 
pretty Thai dresses. 

We were handed menus and as my girlfriend read 
through I wondered off to take some photos for 
those who have not yet been to get a feel for it. 

The friendly waiter came to take our order and we 
decided to go for a starter to share - Tagra Montien 
Thong which consisted of chicken satay, prawns in 
tempura batter, Thai spring rolls, prawns and mixed 
chicken on fried toast and served with a combina¬ 
tion of sauces. The dish is pictured above. 

The variation of flavours and dipping sauces was 
exquisite and the carrot garnish shaped skilfully like 
a flower was very impressive. 

For main courses we also shared but selected a few 



dishes to try some different flavours. We went for 
Goong Pad Haeng - Stir Fried king prawns in very 
thin batter with garlic, spicy salt, red and green pep¬ 
pers, onion, spring onion and carrots; Pad Thai Gai 
- Special fried noodles with chicken, beansprouts, 
spring onions, tamarind sauce and ground roasted 
peanut wrapped in egg and topped with prawns; 
and Thai Green Chicken Curry - Green curry Thai 
style with aubergine, chilli, kaffir lime leaves, sweet 


basil leaves in coconut milk.There were various Rice 
types but we opted for the Khao Niew Thai style 
'Sticky Rice'. 

As you can see from the pictures, the food was 
beautifully presented and tasted absolutely superb. 
If anything we had eyes bigger than our bellies and 
over ordered so we had no room for dessert but 
rounded of a memorable evening out with a coffee. 

I recommend this restaurant as it is among the best 
I have tried in the local area. 

Maybe it would make an interesting alternative to 
the Christmas Party for work this year? To book, or 
make any enquiries call the team on 01308 425570.

Volkswagen wins the inaugural 
RAC future car challenge 


A VOLKSWAGEN Golf blue-e-motion prototype elec¬ 
tric car is the overall winner of the inaugural Future Car 
Challenge. The car also won its category. Most Eco¬ 
nomic and Environment Friendly Regular Passenger 
EV. 

The Royal Automobile Club Gold Medal for the winning 
vehicle was presented to Jim Holder, Editor of What Car? 
and Volkswagen engineer Folko Rohde who shared the 
driving. The pair joined a total of over 60 entrants in trav¬ 
elling from Madeira Drive in Brighton to Pall Mall in Lon¬ 
don - a distance of 57 miles - with the aim of consuming 
as little energy as possible. 

The Challenge attracted a diverse range of entries, from 
pure electric vehicles such as the Golf blue-e-motion, to 
hybrids, hydrogen fuel cell vehicles and highly efficient 
diesel cars such as the Polo and Golf BlueMotion. 

Powered by lithium-ion batteries, the Golf blue-e¬ 
motion has an electric motor with a peak power output 
of 115 PS and a range of around 100 miles in normal con¬ 
ditions. It can reach a top speed of 86 miles per hour and 

i-n 



accelerate from rest to 62 mph in 11.8 seconds. The car 
features regenerative braking that can activate when the 
accelerator is released and during the initial travel of the 
brake pedal. This reduces the amount of energy that 
would otherwise be wasted during driving. Despite its 
unconventional motive power the Golf blue-e-motion 
appears at first glance like any other Golf with a slightly 
reduced boot volume of 279 litres and space for five 
adults. 

This is the first time that a Golf blue-e-motion has been 
brought to the UK. It was found to have consumed the 
least energy of any of the diverse range of vehicles in the 
competition from Brighton to London which took in a 
challenging mix of country roads, and some severe Lon¬ 
don traffic jams. 

On arrival in London the Golf blue-e-motion had its 
data recorder removed by the RAC scrutineers and then 
joined the Polo BlueMotion and Golf BlueMotion entries 
plus all the other competing vehicles for a special display 
in Regent Street. Despite its conventional appearance 
this particular Golf attracted a lot of attention from mem¬ 
bers of the public, particularly when its bonnet was 
raised. 

On receiving the award, Jim Holder said: 'It’s a testi¬ 
mony to the abilities of the Golf blue-e-motion that it 
won despite the fact I’d never competed in any sort of 
eco driving challenge before. Folko was a superb tutor 
in getting the best from the car, but the fact is that this 
was a challenge on real roads and, in my case, without 
an expert ’eco 1 driver at the wheel. That just underlines 
how efficient the blue-e-motion is now - so to think how 
good it will be when it goes on sale in three years time is 
extremely exciting.

DORCHESTER Town safely negotiated a ba¬ 
nana skin when easily beat holders Gilling¬ 
ham Town in their second round Dorset 
Senior Cup tie, but manager Ashley Vickers 
was far from happy with his sides display.

DESPITE an inspirational performance by 
Danny Ings, Dorchester Town failed to notch 
the fourth consecutive Blue Square Bet South 
victory their performance deserved. 

Following a poor first half devoid of any real 
action as Dorchester failed to break down the 
Bishop's spoiling tactics, the Magpies fol¬ 
lowed manager Ashley Vickers halftime talk 
to a tee, and produced a scintillating display 
of attacking football.
